VIOUSLY PLEASED WITH THE RESULTS OF THAT CONGRESS WHICH 
GAVE THE COUNTRY A LEADERSHIP WHICH IS EXPECTED TO STRESS 
MODERNIZATION AND MODERATION. EACH DAY SINCE THE CONCLU- 
SION OF THE CONGRESS ALMOST A MILLION PEOPLE HAVE MARCHED

NISM, REPARATIONS ON VIETNAM AND OTHER SUBJECTS. 

BUT WITH THE COMPLACENCY IN THE FACE OF CONTRADICTION

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MENAHEM BEGIN, ISRAEL'S PRIME MINISTER. MR BEGIN, WHOSE 
TASTE DOES NOT BEGIN TO APPROXIMATE HIS INTRANSIGENCE, 

CHOSE THE OCCASION TO LAUNCH A PARTICULARLY VIRULENT ATTACK 
ON THE PALESTINE LIBERATION ORGANIZATION. 

"THAT ORGANIZATION, THE PHILOSOPHY OF WHICH IS BASED ON 
AN ARABIC "MEIN KAMPF." IS NO PARTNER.. .AND NEVER WILL BE 
A PARTNER.. .TO ANY TALKS," HE SAID, SUGGESTING STRONGLY 
THAT HIS GUEST OF HONOR WAS TRYING TO PUSH HIM INTO TRAFFIC 
WITH THE DEVIL. 

MR. VANCE HAD CERTAINLY NOT TRAVELED SEVERAL THOUSAND 
MILES TO HEAR THAT SORT OF TALK. AND HE DIDN'T NEED TO. 

MR. BEGIN HAD SAID THE SAME THING TO JIMMY CARTER IN THE 
OVAL OFFICE JUST WEEKS BEFORE. 

WHY DID HE GO? HENRY KISSINGER INFORMED MR. VANCE, WITH 
HIS UNFAILING CERTITUDE, THAT THE LEADERS OF THE MIDDLE 
EAST EXPECT HOUSE CALLS. 

MR. VANCE HAD HARDLY GOT HIS SHIRTS BACK FROM THE LAUNDRY

MR. VANCE DOESN’T NEED TO GO THROUGH FOUR TIME ZONES TO 
FIND OUT HOW THE CHINESE FEEL ABOUT THE QUESTION. LET'S 
JUST HOPE THE POOR MAN DOESN'T GET TOLD IN THE GREAT HALL 
OF THE PEOPLE THAT UNLESS JIMMY CARTER IS READY TO FACE 
RIGHT-WING CHARGES THAT HE "LOST TAIWAN," NOTHING WILL 
CHANGE. 

PROBABLY THE BIGGEST FAVOR ANYONE COULD DO THE SECRETARY 
OF STATE WOULD BE TO LET THE AIR OUT OF THE TIRES OF HIS 
BIG AIR FORCE JET UNTIL HE KNOWS EXACTLY WHERE HE'S GOING -
